METHOD OF RECORDING DUST INGRESS 
IN AUTOMOTIVE VEHICLES 



1. Scope — Covers the method of measuring the dust ingress in cars, jeeps, trucks and buses. 

2. Features of Test Facility 



o 2.1 The test shall be carried out in enclosed dust tunnel of 75 m length and 10 m wide provided with a 
^ fine clay dust layer of approximately 12'5 mm on its floor. 

2.2 Adequate provision shall exist at both ends of the dust tunnel to reverse the test vehicle in least 
possible time. 

3. Test Procedure 



3.1 Polythene sheets having adequate strength to withstand the handling during test, applied with 
grease on Its one side, shall be used to record the collection of the dust. Size of the sheet shall 
depend on the place where it is to be placed for collection of dust. Such sheets are weighed on the 
balance having a least count of not more than 1 g. These sheets are then placed on the various parts 
inside the vehicle where there is a possibility of dust ingress, by means of transparent adhesive tapes. 
Then all the doors and windows of the vehicle are closed and lights put on. 

3.2 The vehicle shall then be driven in the dust tunnel at a speed of 30 km/h. After crossing one 
length of the tunnel it is reversed and driven again through the dust tunnel and brought back to the 
original position. This makes one pass in the dust tunnel. The test vehicle shall complete 20 such 
passes non-stop. 

3.3 The dust penetration is then photographed. The grease applied sheets are removed and weighed. 
The difference in this weight and previous weight will give the dust ingress In quantitative manner. 



EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Dust ingress in the vehicles not only spoils the fittings and accessories but also is harmful for 
the driver, crew and passengers. 

This Indian Standard gives a procedure to measure dust ingress in automotive vehicles so that 
it may provide a uniform practice of such measurements. 
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
